Congress Shuts Off Coast To Coast Rail Strike

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


giant U. S. rail system began 
shrugging off effects of a two- 
day paralysis today and started 
moving tired commuters to their 
jobs and materials to the 
nation's factories. 


Red Bluff Postmaster, Robert 


Clifford said today that an 


embargo on second, third and 
fourth class mail has been lifted. 


Members 
of 
the 
13,000- 


member AFL-CIO Brotherhood 
of Railroad Signalmen, which 
had immobilized the rail system 
before Congress broke the coast- 
to-coast strike, began removing 
pickets from terminals and 
freight yards shortly 
after 


President 
Nixon 
signed 


legislation ending the walkout. 


Union 
President 
C. 
J. 


Chamberlain notified strikers 
shortly 
before 
midnight 


Tuesday the walkout was over 
and ordered them back to their 
jobs. 


The Penn Central reported 


freight trains were rolling again 
within an hour of Nixon's 
decree. Other railroads said

they would resume service as 
the day progressed. 


Labor Secretary James D. 


Hodgson said it probably would 
be 24 hours before full service 
was in effect, but Chamberlain 
said restoration "should be well 
along by morning." 


The signalmen's union, which 


represents only two per cent of 
the nation's 500,000-member 


railway labor force, struck the 
rail system Monday morning in 
a dispute over wages. Their 
picket lines were honored by 
other unions and almost all 
service was halted. 


Congress quickly enacted a 


measure Tuesday giving the 
signalmen a 13.5 -per-cent wage 
hike and ordering a halt to the 
walkout until at least Oct. l. 


President Nixon signed the 
measure about 10:30 p.m. 


The short-lived strike had its 


effects on commerce. 


A dozen West Virginia coal 


mines were shut down; Detroit 
auto firms and Pittsburgh Steel 
producers cut back production. 
The Kellogg Co. of Battle Creek, 
Mich., and the Quaker Oats Co. 
at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, shut 


down altogether. 


Growers and processors of 


perishable foods sought to divert 
their produce to trucks but 
many reported only partial 
success. 


The walkout also affected the 


stock market. The New York 
Stock 
Exchange 
dropped 


sharply Monday, rose slightly at 
midday Tuesday but closed 2.74

California Medical Association 
Finds Fault With Tehama General 


Although still "secret," the 


tone of the California Medical 
Association's critique was made 
clear last night. 


Frank Harlan of the regional 


Comprehensive Health Planning 
Board said the Tehama General 
Hospital requested 
inspection 


report criticized the county 
facility in at least two areas: 
diagnostic 
technique 
and 


medical records keeping. 


Harlan made known those 


facts at last night's 
county 


Comprehensive Health Planning 
Committee general meeting. In 
the audience were two county 
Hospital and Safety Com- 
missioners, John Deming and 
Roger G. Blaisdell, and hospital 
administrator Don Rose 


Harlan said the CMA report 


criticized the facility for the 
same faults it noted twice before 
at 
the county 
unit. The 


deficiencies were reported to the 


state Health Facilities and 
Licensing and Certification 
bureau, Harlan said. He would 
not speculate on the state 
agency's action. 


Although not brushing aside 


the problems of the facility, 
Harlan conceded the problems 
are partly because of the 
facility's age, lack of staff and 
lack of physicians. However, he

Given Flexible School Design 


Architect Gordon C. Gervin 


met with Red Bluff Elementary 
School Board last night to ex- 
plain an educational concept 
that 
might 
revolutionize 


teaching facilities in this area. 


Placing every emphasis on 


"flexibility" he outlined an 
expansive scheme that will see 
600 children being taught with a 
structural perimeter 
where 


classrooms may be installed as 
necessity requires. 


This will be accomplished 


with movable, mountable walls 
that may easily be relocated to 
fit in with a day's teaching 
program as directed by staff. 


Under this system, students 


would have a greater chance to 
receive individual instruction, 
rooms would be widened to 
SCCOmiTiodate 
uppat nnmhprs 


and an opportunity would be 
presented to utilize available 
space, such as corridors, that 
are virtually redundant under 


present construction policies. 


Site of this futuristic project is 


Vista School where sixth, 
seventh and eighth graders from 
Bidwell and probably Lincoln 
Street Schools will be relocated. 


If trustees accept the final 


proposals, and it appears they 
will at tins stage, work might 
eas'.ly begin next January. 


Another exciting aspect of the 


proposal will be the parkland 
landscaping being worked out 
between school officials and the 
city's recreation department. 


Some questions of design, 


fixtures, 
and 
construction 


remain unanswered and will be 
presented for the board's ap- 
proval within a few months. 


While approving a bold ap- 


proach trustees were relieved to 
learn that plans to adapt the 
structure 
into 
more con- 


ventional lines do exist in case 
things don't work out exactly as 
visualized. 


Koblik, Cordoba and Gervin is 


a Sacramento firm specializing 
in educational institute con- 
struction. 


Gervin said he arrived at the 


revolutionary 
design 
after 


talking with a team of local 
teachers that had put a great 
deal of study into requirements 


"The 
philosophy 
they 


revealed to me is one I believe 
in, and it's my duty to inform 
you of it," he said. 


At least one trustee was 


skeptical of the venture because 
a similar operation in Chico was

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Right Side The Right Way 


There are a lot of bicycle riders in Tehama County who have 


never become convinced that the right side of the road is really the 
right side to ride their bikes on. And that is dangerous. 


Parents and teachers ought to advise their youngsters that the 


state vehicle code provides that a bicycle is a vehicle, and that it 
should keep to the right just as automobiles, trucks, and wagons — 
if any — must. And police and highway patrolmen should enforce 
the rule. 


Only pedestrians are permitted to move against traffic. They 


are expected to step off the roadway when a vehicle approaches 
from in front of them. For pedestrians, that is a very good rule. But 
for cyclists, it's different. They can't move off the roadway as 
easily, and because of their increased speed they may loom up 
from behind an obstruction so quickly that neither they nor ap- 
proaching motorists have time to stop. 


The situation has been particularly bad along torn-up Antelope 


Boulevard in recent months. One day recently a young girl — 
probably 8 to 12 years old — came pedaling vigorously across the 
two-lane Sand Slough Bridge against a steady stream of trucks and 
automobiles. She made it unhurt, but she was lucky. There was 
barely four feet of space between the bridge rail and the vehicles, 
confined in their lane by vehicles coming from the other direction. 


That, we hope, is an extreme and not often repeated case. But 


bike riding on the wrong side of city streets and along county roads 
against traffic is common. Particularly because the cyclists pass 
parked cars on the street side, with obstructed view, it is not safe.

WASHINGTON — The black 


pride that has stirred America 
has now touched the citadel of 
Mack oppression, South Africa, 
whose 15 million blacks have 
been herded, humiliated and 
harassed by the 3.6 million white 
minority. 


My associate Joe Spear, 


reporting from Africa, cites 
these developments: 


The Transkei, 
a 
tribal 


homeland established by the 
South African government to 
encourage separation of the 
races, is demanding more in- 
dependence. 
Many 
black 


leaders are calling for equality 
as well. 


The four million Zulus, long 


deferential to white rule, are 
showing some of the spirit that 
once made them a nation of 
fierce, feared warriors. They 
are fed up with living in native 
huts in the shadow of the white 
men's luxurious plantation 
homes. 


In the ghettos where must 


urban blacks live, ministers are 
quoting from the Song of 
Solomon, 1:5, "I am black but 
comely." Youths are scrawling 
on the walls: "Say it loud. I am 
black, I am proud." And 
students are'preaching not only 
black pride but black power. 


South Africa's bull-headed 


Prime Minister John Vorster, 
feeling the pressure, has eased 
up on the blacks at home and has 
made overtures to his black 
neighbors. He has invited Black 
Africa's leaders to visit South 
Africa as equals and has 
promised them the full VIP 
treatment. 


Most black leaders have 


scorned Vorster's overtures and 


Business Mirror 


have shunned his invitation. But 
the Ivory Coast's brilliant 
President Felix Houphouet- 
Boigny, probably the most in- 
fluential black moderate, has 
reached out for the olive branch. 


Joe Spear 
reports 
that 


Houphouet-Boigny, 
imitating 


Red China's diplomatic Ping- 
Pong, may send sportsmen 
(probably boxers) to South 
Africa first, then follow up 
himself with a state visit. 


Writes Spear: "Boigny ex- 


plains that his real concern is for 
his black brothers in South 
Africa. They will be the ones to 
suffer, he says, if Black Africa 
continues its militant line 
toward South Africa. 


"He believes Vorster's in- 


vitation is the first real break in 
the apartheid policy and black 
leaders should take advantage 
of the open door. Boigny con- 
tends that South Africa is too 
strong for blacks to challenge 
militarily. But if a dialogue 
develops between Black Africa 
and South Africa, it could 
prevent a terrible bloodletting. 
Meanwhile, apartheid will 
atrophy." 


HOOVER'S BOOKS 


FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover is 


positively apopletic over our 
story that he collected more 
than $250,000 in royalties from 
three books researched and 
written for him by FBI em- 
ployees on government time. 


We quoted friends as saying 


Hoover turned over the proceeds 
to his 
favorite charities. 


However, they cited the J. 
Edgar Hoover Foundation 
whose records showed no 
contributions 
from 
the 


venerable G-man. 


We asked the FBI what 


charities had received the 
royalties and waited 24 hours for 
an answer from FBI spokesman 
Tom Bishop. He finally said 
Hoover had "no comment." 


Yet at the same time, the FBI 


apparently leaked details to 
William Rusher, publisher of the 
National Review, to use against 
me on the nationwide television 
program, "The Advocates." 


The able Rusher said the 


profits from Hoover's best 
seller, "Masters of Deceit" were 
split five ways: one-fifth to 
Hoover, one-fifth to the FBI 
recreational fund and three- 
fifths to the FBI employees who 
did the work. 


Hoover's share, as nearly as 


we could calculate it from the 
book 
sales, 
would 
have 


amounted to about $30,000. 


In addition, Warner Brothers 


paid Hoover a reported $50,000 
for the movie rights to the book. 
Since no movie was ever made, 
movie colony insiders suggested 
the payment was really intended 
to butter up Hoover so he would 
permit Warner Brothers to film 
the TV series, "The FBI." 


Rusher had no information 


how the movie money was 
distributed. But he said all the 
royalties from Hoover's next 
two books were signed over to 
the FBI recreational fund.

In 
the first quarter of the year the 


Significant Event In Movie History

When Ring Lardner Jr., won 


an Oscar last month for writing 
"M-A-S-H," the event provided 
a footnote to movie history. He 
was the first of the Hollywood 
Ten to come back and win an 
Academy award. 


Who were the Hollywood Ten? 


Also known as the Unfriendly 
Ten, they were film makers who 
declined to testify before the 
House Committee 
on Un- 


American Activities regarding 
their political affiliations. 


All were convicted of con- 


tempt of Congress. All served 
prison terms ranging from 5 to 
10 months. They emerged to find 
themselves locked out of their 
usual employment because of a 
film industry blacklist. 


The blacklist lasted from 1948 


to the early 1960s and blighted 
the careers of scores of film 
people. But the most famous of 
them were the originals — the 
Hollywood Ten. What has 
happened to them? 


The answer came from one of 


the Ten, Albert Maltz, whose 
most recent work has included 


the script of "Two Mules for 
Sister Sara" and a book of short 
stories, "Afternoon in the 
Jungle." He gave this sum- 
mary: 


Dalton Trumbo was the first to 


return to employment under his 
own name. Most of the writers 
bootlegged 
scripts 
with 


pseudonyms during their exile. 
Trumbo has scripted "Exodus," 
"Spartacus" and recently his 
own novel, "Johnny Got His 
Gun." 


John Howard Lawson lives in 


Santa Cruz, where he has 
written film books. He also 
lectures at universities. 


Alvah Bessie has also written 


books, including a novel based 
on Marilyn 
Monroe, "The 


Symbol." 


Sam Ornitz died in the 1950s. 


Lester Cole has written movie 


scripts, including a portion of 
"Born Free," and has had his 
plays produced in Europe. 


Lardner is now in great 


demand as the result of "M-A-S- 
H." 


Adrian Scott is involved in 


several film ventures, including 
one with Maltz, "The Great 
Man's Whiskers." 


Henry Biberman recently 


lilmed 
"Slaves" 
and 
is 


preparing other projects. 


The final member of the Ten 


was Edward Dymtryk, the only 
one who later agreed to testify 
before the committee. He was 
restored to favor and directed 
such films as "The Young 
Lions" and "Alvarez Kelly." 
Maltz indicated the bitterness 
over Dmytryk's 
change still 


runs deep with the other black- 
list veterans. 


Maltz served nine months in a 


West Virginia 
prison camp, 


where, he said, he enjoyed the 
outlook life but incurred a liver 
ailment because of bad food. He 
took his wife and two children to 
Mexico City, where he wrote a 
novel about prison life. He said it 
was rejected by 19 publishers, 
although one offered to print it 


declined. 


Maltz lived in Mexico from 


1951 to 1962. 


"When I heard that Trumbo

Chief Justice Lambastes Adrenalin-Fueled Lawyers

Chief Justice Warren E. 


Burger 
said 
this 
week 


"adrenalin-fueled" lawyers who 
confuse insolence and arrogance 
with zealous advocacy are 
bringing a 20th Century version 
of 
Know-Nothingism 
to 


America. 


At the drop of a hat, he said, 


practitioners of "the new 
litigation" cry out theirs is a 
political trial, making rules of 
evidence, canons of ethics and 
codes of professional conduct 
irrelevant. 


Burger included editorials 


"shrill with invective" and 
savage political cartoons as 
targets of his displeasure in a 
speech 
prepared 
for 
the 


American Law Institute entitled 
"The Necessity for Civility." 


The unusual address, opening 


the institute's Spring meeting, 
was laced with references to the 
press. "When men shout and 
shriek or call names, we witness 
the end of rational thought; 
process if not the beginning of 
blows and combat," Burger 
said. "I hardly dare take the 
risk of adding that this may also 
be relevant to the news media." 


The chief justice named no 


lawyers nor newspaper in his 
criticism. The one incident he 
related involved Archibald Cox, 
the former U.S. solicitor general 
who teaches at Harvard Law 
School. 


Burger, quoting an account in 


the New York Times, said Cox a 
few weeks ago "tried to speak to 
his own students at Harvard" 
and was met with a screaming, 
chanting audience. 


Cox, said Burger, told his 


students: "Freedom of speech is 


indivisible. You cannot deny it to 
one man and save it for others.'.' 


The chief justice, titling his 


speech "The Necessity for 
Civility," recalled 19th century 
England as well as America. In 
England, he said, lawyers were 
brash and swaggering and 
judges 
intemperate 
and 


blustering. Here, he went on, 
there was pistol whipping and 
caning in Congress, news media 
were intensely partisan and 
vicious and political leaders 
horsewhipped reporters. 


"Today, and increasingly in 


the past few years," he said, 
"we witness some of his kind of 
incivility as well as violence. 
Speakers are shouted down or 
prevented 
from 
speaking. 


Editorials tend to become shrill 
with invective and political 
cartoons 
are 
savagely 


reminiscent of a century past."

If Rusher's information is 
correct, Hoover pocketed some 
of the money, shared some with 
•the FBI men who did the 
research and writing, then 
contributed the rest to the FBI 
recreational fund. 


But the public is entitled to 


know more about how Hoover 
benefited from work done at the 
taxpayers' expense. For in- 
stance, did he take a personal 
tax deduction or the money that 
was handed over to others? 


The FBI can hardly be ex- 


pected to investigate its own 
chief. We suggest that Congress 
properly should make the in- 
vestigation.

California More 
Dovish On The War 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Californians are more "dovish1' 
on the Vietnam war than ever 
before, and 70 per cent want 
withdrawal speeded up so all 
American ground troops are out 
by the end of 1971, the California 
Poll said. 


Pollster Mervin D. Field said 


the report was based on a 
sample 
of 1,050 adults 


throughout California — 547 
Democrats, 363 Republicans and 
140 from other parties or with no 
affiliation. 


The survey found that 59 per 


cent of those polled wanted the 
United States to pull out of 
Vietnam and Southeast Asia as 
soon as possible — even if this 
step is seen by the rest of the 
world as a political and military 
defeat for the United States. 


The survey offered this 


hypothetical statement: 
"President Nixon's schedule of 
withdrawals 
from Vietnam 


should be speeded up so that all 


ground troops are out by the end 
of this year." 


Of those polled, 50 per cent 


said they strongly agreed, 20 per 
cent 
said 
they 
agreed 


somewhat, 12 per cent said they 
disagreed somewhat, 8 per cent 
said they strongly disagreed and 
10 per cent had no opinion. 


Field said about 26 per cent of 


those polled took the position 
that 
losing 
the war was 


something this country should 
avoid at all costs. A year ago, 37 
per cent took the same position. 


On the question of shifting 


government statements about 
the Vietnam war, 69 per cent of 
those polled said they found it 
"hard to believe the President is 
giving us the whole story now." 
Last year the figure was 64 per 
cent. 


Field said the poll was more 


"dovish" on Vietnam than at 
any time since the California 
Poll started measuring opinion 
on the war six years ago.

Lockheed Aircraft Corp. has 
doubled its estimate of job losses 
that would follow congressional 
failure to guarantee $250 million 
in loans the company needs to 
complete the Tnstar jumbo jet 


In a memo to newsmen, 


Lockheed put the number of lost 
jobs at 63,000 double what the 
Nixon administration and the 
company have been saying. But 
it includes a new element: Over- 
all impact on the national job 
picture, rather than just on 
Lockheed and its subcontractors 
in 35 states. 


The company stuck with 


previous estimates of about 
30,000 layoffs in its own plants 
and those of subcontractors if it 
fails to win federal backing for 
$250 million private loans 
needed to complete the L1011 
Tristar and survive huge cost 
overruns by Rolls-Royce Ltd., 
bankrupt British maker of 
Tristar engines.

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United States May 
Choke On Its Debts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


United States, the world's 
wealthiest nation, may choke on 
its debts, says Sen. Allen 
Ellender, chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 


The Louisiana Democrat told 


his colleagues Tuesday the 
current national debt of nearly 
1400 billion is like a mountain so 
big it can't be seen. 


"That is a sum greater than 


the debt of all the other coun- 
tries in the world," Ellender 
declared. 


He said he had put his staff 


and a bank of computers to work 
to make the size of a $400 billion 
debt more comprehendable, 
with these results: 


"If every member of the 


United States Senate counted 
two, one-dollar bills every 
second of every minute of every 
hour of every day of every week, 
it would take approximately 64 
years to count $400 billion. 


— "If the senators worked the 


standard work year eight hours 
per day for 260 days a year 
taking no coffee breaks, or 


holidays or vacations, it would 
take them 267 years to ac- 
complish the same count." 
— At its current capacity, it 
would take the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving about 
171 years to print 400 billion one- 
dollar bills. 


— "400 billion in one-dollar 


bills would fill about 3,456 
railway boxcars, making a train 
almost 36 miles long." 


— The 400,000,000,000 one- 


dollar bills stacked on top of 
each other would reach about 27, 
095 miles, or 4% trips from New 
York to Los Angeles. 


— Placed end to end, that 


many bills would make a path, 
160 bills or 35 feet wide, to the 
moon. "End to end the bills 
would encircle the equator 1,552 
times. 


Actually, Ellender confessed, 


"I've overstated the case." 


"The national debt at the 


moment is really only $398 
billion." 


"But at the rate this govern- 


ment spends money," he said, 
"what's a few billion more or 
less." 


President's Hard Line 
'No Compromise'

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


President Nixon set the line, and 
it was a hard line: "no com- 
promise." 


And so began a campaign of 


organized persuasion: figures of 
the Democratic past allied with 
a Republican White House 
against legislation to force with- 
drawal of 150,000 U.S. troops 
from Western Europe. 


The White House deployed its 


force of five lobbyists, the State 
Department and the Pentagon 
set their liaison men to work, all 
with one set of orders: 


Line up the votes to defeat the 


troop-cut amendment of Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 


Mansfield and all its com- 
promise variations. 


"The President himself came 


down hard: "He's a real hawk 
on this one," one administration 
official said. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers took a personal hand, 
too. He invited uncommitted 
senators, among them Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd, a Virginia in- 
dependent, 
to 
the 
State 


Department to talk it over. He 
set up headquarters in a vice 
presidential office near the 
Senate floor and, later, in the 
back room of Sen. Hugh Scott's 
office, 
to argue 
the ad- 


ministration case man-to-man 
with the senators making the 
decision today. 


Former Undersecretary of 


State George W. Ball came to 
Washington, last Thursday, two 
days after 
the Mansfield 


measure was introduced, and 


campaigned against it in person 
and by telephone. 


Gen. Andrew J. Goodpaster, 


the NATO commander, was 
summoned home and enlisted in 
the campaign. He talked to 
Byrd, Sen. Richard Schweiker, 
R-Pa., and other members. 


Much of the public per- 


suasion was the task handed 
Democrats, led by former 
Presidents Lyndon B. Johnson, 
and Harry S. Truman and 
former Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson. 


Some senators who got the 


treatment, from administration 
officials or from the Democratic 
volunteers, said the arguments 
advanced 
privately 
were 


essentially those the Senate has 
been debating all week: 


That the cut would undermine 


European confidence in the U.S. 
commitment there, 
seriously 


harm .the Atlantic alliance, 
eliminate any prospect of 
negotiated agreement for a 
pullback in Eastern as well as 
Western Europe. 


It reportedly was Acheson 


who suggested the two former 
presidents be asked to speak out 
against the Mansfield proposal. 


Under normal protocol, Nixon 


himself would make direct 
contact with former president. 


The White House said, 


however, that Acheson advised 
the administration late Satur- 
day night Truman wished to 
issue a statement opposing a 
unilateral cut in U.S. manpower 
committed to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. Truman's 
message was issued Sunday in 
Key Biscayne, Fla., by the 
White House. 


Law, Order Theme 
Defeats Young Liberal

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 


Riding the law-and-order theme, 
former Police Commissioner 
Frank L. Rizzo defeated a young 
liberal congressman and a black 
lawyer for the Democratic 
nomination 
for 
mayor of 


Philadelphia in a record out- 
pouring of primary voters. 


It ended a bitter campaign in 


which Pennsylvania Gov. Milton 
J. Shapp intervened in a last- 
ditch gamble to derail Rizzo and 
end what he called backroom, 
boss politics. He said the self- 
styled "tough cop" led forces of 
fear that could tear the nation's 
fourth largest city apart. 


With 99 per cent of the vote 


counted, Rizzo had 176,621; U.S. 
Rep. William J. Green, whom 
Shapp backed, 127,902; State 
Rep. Hardy Williams, a lawyer 
and the only black candidate, 
45,026. 


Five others on the ballot three 


of whom withdrew too late to get 
their names off, received a 
combined 11,000 votes, leaving 
Rizzo with less than half the 
total cast. 


The turnout Tuesday was 67 


per cent of the 552,347 registered 
Democrats, of whom 188,000 are 
black and 58,000 Italian. Never 
before had more than 50 per cent 


turned out for a primary. Rizzo 
told 
supporters 
he'd 
win 


"easily" in November against 
W. Thacher Longstreth, a for- 
mer councilman and Chamber 
of Commerce official who easily 
won the Republican nomination. 


Democrats 
outnumber 


Republicans 
5 
to 
3 
in 


Philadelphia and have held the 
mayoralty since they ended 60 
years of GOP rule in 1951. 


Despite 
the 
advantage, 


however, Democrats have lost 
two races for district attorney 
and one for city controller within 
the past decade, and they came 
within 11,000 of losing the 
mayoralty four years ago. Rizzo 
had the backing of the party 
organization headed by retiring 
Mayor James H. J. Tate. 


Rizzo, 50, emphasized the law- 


and-order issue in the Italian 
neighborhoods and in 
the 


middle-class, blue-collar sec- 
tions. He left most of the cam- 
paigning in black sections to 
Williams and Green. 


Shapp had come out strongly 


against Rizzo, saying "tough 
talk, torn by fear, has never 
solved complex problems of 
human society." He declined to 
say whether he would support 
Rizzo in the general election.

European Conference 
Is Soviets Goal 


Three 
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Committee Probes 
Turks Hunt

Soviet leaders have been 


laboring for about four years for 
a goal which they may believe is 
at last within their grasp: a 
"European 
security 
con- 


ference." 


Premier Alexei Kosygin's 


words to his Canadian guest, 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau, suggest a note of 
expectation that the durable 
propaganda campaign might 
eventually bear fruit. 


The Russians first broached 


the proposal after a meeting of 
international 
Communist 


leaders in Czechoslovakia four 
years ago. The hope then ap- 
peared to be to start a process of 
disintegration within the North 
Atlantic alliance. There is a 
good chance they still have that 
goal in view. 


A few days ago the Com- 


munist party chief, Leonid 
Brezhnev, offered to negotiate 
on the withdrawal of foreign 
troops from the heart of Europe. 
Kosygin took a cue from that 
and linked the troop withdrawal 
idea to the European security 
proposal. Preparations for the 
security conference should be 
stepped up, he said, and quickly 
added 
that the 
European 


situation required attention to 
the problem of troop and arms 
reduction. 


But agreement on troop 


reductions — or on anything 
else, for that matter, including 
Germany, Berlin, the Middle 
East—is not at all necessary, in 
the Soviet view, in advance of a 
security 
conference. 
The 


Kremlin contends that there is 
no 
reason 
why 
lack 
of 


agreement on any particular 


issue should prevent a security 
conference 
at 
which 
the 


Americans and Canadians can 
cater, if they wish. 


In these conditions 
the 


campaign for a security con- 
ference is being intensified. The 
Soviet-controlled World Peace 
Council, meeting in Budapest, 
has been planning a new 
propaganda offensive on behalf 
of such a conference to "rally all 
the people of good will who 
r 
consider 
thei 


responsibility to carry on im- 
placable struggle against im- 
perialism." It speaks gloomily 
of the presence in Europe of 
300,000 American troops "armed 
with the newest types of 
weapons," as if to suggest war 
could break out at any time. 


"A sincere diplomat," Joseph 


Stalin once said, "is like dry 
water or wooden iron." His 
belief that there could be no such 
thing as sincerity in diplomacy 
was demonstrated on occasion, 
the 1939 Nazi-Soviet pact, for 
example. International con- 
ferences 
can be 
tools of 


diplomacy, and throughout their 
half century of power, Soviet 
leaders always have gone in 
heavily for such gatherings 
which rarely produced anything 
real. 


A "security" conference this 


time might not appear to mean 
much, to produce anything real 
or bear visible fruit right away, 
but the Kremlin leaders are not 
likely to expect that of it. The 
purposes are longer ranges. 


Moscow unquestionably would 


regard the conference as a 
useful propaganda weapon. For 
the Soviet leaders to expend so 
much energy on it, there must 
be a promise of reward. 


Troop Cut Proposal 
Appears Doomed

amendment, 36 firmly for or 
leaning toward 85, and 22 un- 
decided. 


Mansfield's plan and the 


alternatives were offered as 
amendments to a bill extending 
for two years the draft law due 
to expire June 30. 


After the troop question is 


decided, the Senate turns to an 
amendment by Sen. Richard S. 
Schweiker, R-Pa., extending the 
draft just one year. 


The same draft bill also is 


expected to be the vehicle for the 
year's major debate on U. S. 
policy in Indochina.

President's Bill

remaining high, Democrats 
thought the time was ripe for 
passage of their bill. It would 
create 150,000 jobs in such fields 
as education, health care, 
conservation and 
pollution 


control. A similar bill already 
has passed the Senate. 


The bill was brought to the 


floor under a rule that would 
have prevented the Republicans 
from offering their manpower 
bill as a substitute. The Nixon 
proposal is a sweeping measure, 
wrapping a dozen existing 
manpower programs into one 
and giving the states respon- 
sibility for running it. 


Before the public service jobs 


bill could be called up, however, 
the coalition took the bill's 
managers by surprise and 
opened up the rule so the 
manpower bill could be con- 
sidered. The vote on the 
procedural motion was 210 to 
182, with 46 Democrats — all but 
one from the South — joining 164 
Republicans in voting for it.

The secret is in the person's 


surroundings and 
his ex- 


pectation of an enjoyable ex- 
perience, Dr Andrew Weil told 
the presidential 
panel on 


marijuana and dangerous drugs 
Tuesday 


"People 
who 
become 


dependent on marijuana 
are 


people who think that ihe ex- 
periences they enjoy come in the 
joints they smoke," he said. 


"People who realize that these 


experiences come from their 
own nervous systems elicited by 
expectations and surroundings 
. . . do not become dependent. 
They often begin to look even- 
tually for other methods of 
maintaining their experiences, 
such as meditation." 


"It seems to me," Weil con- 


tinued, "that people take drugs 
because they are effective 
means of entering states of 
consciousness that all of us feel 
are worth experiencing Drugs 
are rot the only means to these 
states, and I suspect that they 
are not the best means, but they 
are effective." 


Weil, who says he is into 


meditation himself now, likened 
the marijuana high to a trance, 
hypnosis or daydreaming, as 
well as meditation. 


He said he has rigged ex- 


periments producing effects 
opposite those normally ex- 
pected: A person taking pep 
pills went to sleep, and another 
taking tranquilizers became 
bouncy and energetic

Leningrad Trial For 
Nine Jews Near End

MOSCOW (AP) — The trial in 


Leningrad of nine Jews neared 
its end today as the court heard 
final statements from the last 
two defendants. 


Defense attorneys completed 


their arguments Tuesday with 
appeals for leniency in the 
sentencing, saying their clients 
were "pawns" of "Israeli zion- 
ist circles," the official news 
agency Tass reported. The 
prosecutor had demanded labor 
camp terms ranging from one to 
10 years. 


The defendants 
are ap- 


parently accused of complicity 
in Leningrad hijack plot that 
failed and of spreading "anti- 
Soviet slander." However, the 
exact charges have never been 
revealed 


Tass, the main source of in- 


formation on the trial, said all 
the defendants confessed and 
"repented." Western newsmen 
are barred from the trial 


Tass described the defendants 


as ingrates who let the state 
educate them and then schemed 
to emigrate to Israel. 


The charge of Israeli in- 


volvement has been repeated 


throughout the official account 
of the trial which began a week 
ago. Tass has also given the 
impression that Israel en- 
couraged the attempt of 12 other 
persons convicted in December 
for trying to hijack a plane to 
Sweden However, unofficial 
sources contend that Israelis 
contacted 
by 
the 
group 


discouraged the venture. 


Meanwhile, Mikhail Zand, a 


Jewish scholar and authority on 
ancient Persia, said today that 
passport authorities have with- 
drawn his visa for Israel 
because of neighbor's com- 
plaints about his conduct. He 
said visas for his wife, mother, 
son, 
daughter, 
sister and 


nephew have also been lifted 
while authorities "examine the 
complaints."

passport officials asked him to 
return to the bureau on Friday 
to check if the investigation has 
been completed.

paging floods in 1955 and again 
in 1965. 


"The people who live along 


such a river should have the 
right to decide on such matters 
as flood control and 
fish 


protection," he said. 


Dibble said the 1965 floods on 


the Eel did severe damage to 
salmon spawning grounds, as 
well as damaging many homes 


and farms. 


"Some people have a tendency 


to think about only one part of an 
environmental problem, then 
take off like a rocket," he said. 


The state water official said 


that an 1899 Federal Water Act 
was recently rediscovered and 
is being dusted off and applied in 
water quality control programs. 


He said this measure and 


other more recent ones will 
require thousands of dollars 
worth of paperwork as it passes 
through dozens of different 
governmental agencies, and "it 


will not clean up our water. We 
have an ongoing program now 
that has a chance of ac- 
complishing that if we will go 
ahead with it." 


The 1899 Federal water 


measure is aimed at 
all 


navigable streams and their 
tributaries, Dibble said. He 
quoted a definition 
of a 


navigable stream as ''any 
stream that will float a Supreme 
Court Decision." 


The state water official said 


the wise use of water in the 
future will include much greater 


use of re-treated sewage and 
other waste water. He said such 
water is now being used ex- 
tensively 
in California 
to 


irrigate alfalfa and other hay 
crops.
